pIM^WIflii,,* MalA^ Oelor., 

ATeloraiLla Ibis tobacco trndo. who 

is the posaeaKir of over twenty patents 
for tlie sweating and coloring of to- 
bacco for cigar uses, said when luiked by 
a reporter what was new regarding to- 
bacco, tlnit thi! most noteworthy feature 
of tlie tntile just now Is the change in 
thu liomu prodiietion from the oM- 
fashioned "seetl-letil" to the "Havana 
i«>cd." 'i'ho'gradjs thus produced are 
tho Wilun hybrid, the ZImmer 8panlah 
and the Halnoa. The growers ot Ohio, 
i'ennsylvaoln and New York are culti- 
vating these hybrid varieties hu'jgely, 
and the resnlt ia proving moat satisfac- 
tory, the Havana flavor remaining dia- 
tlnctly througliout many aucocsaive 
crops, A noiiconblo increase in the 
cultivation ot tobacco is noticcil in 
I'ciinsylvania ami Wisconsin, and tho 
ileiiniiitl for cigars is increasing in a 
iiiar>:ud degree over the whole country. 
In speaking of tho experiments made to 
color tobacco pr.ipcrly for use in c!g.irs 
the ruporlur's informant said: 

"To reiuovu tlte gtini and improve 
the ipiality anil take the swelling out of 
ttie leaf It must tie siitj^tift to such a 
(litgiei! ot heat lis will acHtomplish those 
objects. Thu same is true if ihirk, utii- 
foriu and sh'ning glossy colors :ire 
wanted. Yuu can not make dark col- 
ors and improve the qnalityof atobaoov 
at the same and under tho same degre< 
of heat. I'eop'e often o\pcriiiti iit s 
Ion;: lime and spenil a greiit denl ol 
money before tliev d scover tlie si i i ei 
of tho prooeaa, anu then ngaiii, if iln-y 
don't uiacovcr it at all, they sitii{ ly i ook 
tiiid scent lip the tobats'O witliotit tiikiiig 
out any of the gum. The 'lOiors' arc 
a ilutul black, bliiu lila.^k or slate, anil 
when the tobauc i is usud and after it ia 
on a 0 gar It cracks anil puels off. This 
is buoaiisu it has lieuti cooked and till its 
life : ml v t:ilily has been tieslroyuil. 
Theru aru things alsiut tlavoriiig tobac- 
co, too, that lots of pcoplfl don't know 
much al)out. Some persons claim thai 
by blowing a little flavor ,on the tillers 
tlitit forty or Hfty IhonsRiKl c'gars can be 
llavonsl for live or s x dollars. This 
would lie only alHiiit tun or liflcun cents 
pur tliotisanit, anil is an impossibility, 
for by merely blowing the flavor on the 
tob.i<;eo, only the parts of tho tibncco 
whiuh gels tint flavor are im- 
provtsl, and whoa such cigars are 
smoked one pull' is secily and thu nnl is 
flavored too niueli. To prtipare a good 
flavor rci|uiras such A knowledgo ol 
ehemlslrv lu) very few possess. It ia a 
regular bus iiess now to nianufaotore 
uigar flavors, and thuy are put up In 
live, t n and twenty-gallon kegs, and in 
barrels of forty and forty-live gidluiis. 
F rst-class llavtrs eiiti be bought for one 
dollar a gallon. 

"Auotlier interesting feature of the 
trade is a proee s for giving to elgtirs :i 
very rich, glossy and i-liluing npiiuar- 
ance. No maUer how dead-looking a 
«igur mayl)e, the proccaa makes them 
look aa tlioiigh tiny wero made from 
tlie richest, ullic^l, Une.t»guininy to- 
bacco, and no inatlor how oUI anddriml 
out the cigam may be, the process cii- 
I rely and perfectly reiiovales Ibeni. 
The process IS a site: et. The nialnrltfl 
used is as clttiir as watur, yet it g.vi s to 
C lears a much darker and richei a^>- 
puarancu. It can not coiiin olf from 
tho cigar, li.as no liistc ami dous not l:e- 
coiiie tbi!l bv a^e. Tliu itiiiteriiil msts 
live ilolbirs a t,Mllon. Tlie tact i- the 
public IS euntiiiually duiuaniling ci;;ars 
ol bettor quality, and tlw only way to 
keep up with tho times is fur liiaiiu ac- 
turers lo iniproTO their tubooco to the 
fullest extent. The way to do this i» to 
throw as'du all prejudice nnd old- 
fiisliioncd notions. 'X'lie looks of cigars 
sella tliem, and if the wrappers areiTark 
and shiny they will sell well vve^time; 
that Is myoxpurieuco." — .V. Y, Ummul

more life in an eye stone than there is 
ill a paving stone. It is coniposeil of 
calcareoua nialerial. and when placed 
in the solutions named ia mnileio move 
«l)out by carbonic acid gas. which is 
evolved by the contact w tit lite liipiiil 
acid. 'Tiie»e little stones and all geiiii- 
ino eye atonea once were the front tloors 
lo the sheila ol a little mollnscons ani- 
mal that lives along the Venuziiulan aiiil 
(itliur Smith .\iiiericiin coasts. The shell 
is a univalve. This oalcareuus forma- 
tion is on tbo tip end ol the little Ani* 
nal, nnd when ho drawa himaell into 
his shell to esi ape danger orgo tosleoi), 
tho end. of course. Isthuloat part of him 
that is drawn into thu cavity or mouth 
of the shell, whore it lita ao oleaely and 
is so hard that it aflortUi perfect protec- 
tion to the animal against eneinloslrom 
without. 'i"ho native inhabitants colieet 
the uyu stones in large quantities, and 
rugtirtl tltuin with great awe. Sailors 
engaged on tho fruit trading vessels that 
visit these regions obtain the atonea and 
foteli them to New York for lale to the 
wholesale druggists. 

'•There aro two liiile Isnies foiiinl in 
the lieiul of the eraylisli, just Ixick of 
and bonvath the eyes, wbloh reaemble 
tho eye atone, except that they are 
smootli all over. These are called e^o 
Btoiieo, and are' used as such iu Ulilo 
ami other Western States, but tliey have 
none of tho vtrtuea of the teal eye atone. 
The proper name for tlie atone laand in 
tho crayll-li Is crab stones. In Poland 
nnd iiarLs of Uussiu i|uite a trade is 
done la collecting orab stnnoa. Tho 
craylish aro buried in deep pita, and 
left there until tliey rot Tlie refnso ii 
Uien waslictl and the stones aru jiickcil 
ont. They are used in many parts ol 
Earppo aa a corrective of the stomach.

(lovunior w:is seen wending his way to 
the railru:ul station, wearlnga pleasant 
smile, and only anxiuua to go home by 
the nttxl train

went lo you in a towering rago, and 
cainu out smiling. I auppoie yon found 
it necessary to make large ounoeasion* 
to his ilein mils?" 

Olio. [ iliiln'l e iiiciitbi anything," 
replied the President, "You know how 
that IlUnoU farmer managed the big 
Jog which lay In thu middle of his liehli> 
To tho queatlun of his intighbors as to 
how lie wna getting along with il, he 
replied, 'rvogjl ritlof thai hig!'

Another (iovernor, tliough able, pat- 
riotic and untiring in raiaing troops,

Once hu 
complaints and protests were so bittor 
ilnii il w:ia feared ho would refuse to 
cii-o|ierate. The Sovrotary of War, 
therefore, l:iid tho dispatches befaru tho 
Prestlent. 

".N'evur iniml, nevermind," .s:iltl Mr. 
I/incoln, after reading Ilium. "These 
ilispatchu.s don't iniian any thing. Just 
2) right ahead. The (Jovurnor Is like 
1 boy I sawunee at a laiineliiiig. When 
uvorylliiiig was ruady lliuy piekutl out 
a hoy anil seiil him iinilcr Ihu ship to 
knock aw.ij the trigger and lot her go. 

"Al the critical moment every thhig 
dopendeil on the t>oy. Ho had to do 
the job by a diritel. vigiiroua.blow. And 
ami tliuii llu Ibtt anil keoii atlU while 
the ship slid over bim. The boy did 
everything right, but ha yelledTBalf 
lie was being murdered from tho tlmu 
hu gut utitlur the kiiel until he got out. 

'1 tltoughl till! skill was all scrapuil 
olTh'.s back, but he wasn't hurl at .-ill. 
I'hi! master of tho yard told mu thai 
this boy waa .ilwaya obosen for that 
job, that he did bis work well, and bad 
never been hurt. But be would always 
aqucal. 

"That'a just the way with the Cov- 
ern ir. Ho only wants to make you 
understand how hard his tAik is, and

Mart 
had sold a load of nieloiia and on aet- 
liiig out for Ilia lioiiic ill llie ooniilry 
liired McKlruy to K" '"H i<'< l><'<> 
and work on liin fai m. The next 
day MeElroy'a iIi- hI hmly wai found 
ill Ilia wagon, lie liad been robbed of 
(17.65 and the negro waa nowhere lo 
be found. Mart bad been literally 
beaten lo death with a stick. McEI- 
roy waa suspected and detecUvea 
wen put to looking for him. He 
waa heard of and John Swope, a col- 
ored man, put on bit track. He wat 
tracked into Davlett county when 
be- in urderad Swope, wlio wat follow 
ing him. Manbal Ilodgint,' of Un 
iontown, beard of him In Union 
county and turroundcd bim with a 
poaae. McBlroy fought desperately 
and fired hit pittol until it was 
empty, Hodgins and his men fired 
upon him with aliotgiina and brought 
liiin down and he was captured and 
taken lo Morgantield, seriously 
wounded. He wan taken to Honder- 
Hoii latt Monday, but llio aiillioriliea 
learned that lie would be lym lieil liy 
a mob that night and be was liaslily 
muioved in a vehicle. The iiifiiria 
ted men seeing they were about to lie 
out-wltted started in pursuit. At 
one time tbe party passed within a 
hundred yards ofliini, but they were 
eluded. The officer made Ids way to 
Hanton and took the train Iboro 
Tuefdayaud antved 'Iiel^B8 above 
stated.

Jailer Long ia a resolute 
and courageous man, and would re- 
sist any attempt to take bim ; the 
police are wilbin 60 yards of tbe Jail 
and ^'Company D." wotfid be Uekled 
to dea'Ui at having an opportunity to 
fight a mob.

Washinqton, D. C, Oct. 18, '86, 
Td THE Booth Kintiickian: 

The Cabinet Ministers arc all hack 
at their posts, and hard at work on 
their reports to bo kubmitted to Cuii- 
greuirhen it meet* again in Decem- 
ber. At the Cabinet meeting held on 
Thursday all the MinislciA were 
present except Secretary Manning. 
The Secretary is on duty, but savini; 
himself all that is possible. Ills be- 
llered that he will remain at the 
bead or tlie department, nnleas lie 
finds his health being injured by at- 
tcnllon to the duties of his ulllce. lie 
returned to tlio eily at this tiiiio to 
persoually supervise the preparation 
of Uie annual flnancial report of the 
department, and will see that noth- 
ing Is contained in the reports of any 
of the chiefs of his bureaux that is 
iiotstrlctly In harmony with his fi- 
nancial views. 

Although the Supreme Court of 
the United States met on the second 
Monday In October, as reqnircd by 
law, still fewer rases were heard the 
first week than for years before in 
the history of tlie court. Immediate- 
ly upon the opening of the court, and 
after a large number of lawyers of 
akiilly from the difTerent States were 
admitted to practice, the Chief Jus- 
tice aiinouncil that ill keeping with 
the long eKialilislied custom (lie court 
would adjourn that its members 
might pay their retpeeti In a boiljr to 
(he President of the United Stales, 
' and that the call of the docket would 
be proceeded with the following day.

Bcciiis that the I'lcsiileiil 
had dcteniiiiicd at last to appoint 
Anlstant Surgeon General Periii to 
tl)e «flice, but Chief Medical Purvey- 
or lis x(«r lit rued up again wKli (lie 
claim of seniority, wliicli has delayed 
the appoiiitiiieiii until the justness 
and legality of Hie claim can be in 
quired into. It is believed, however, 
that the queiUou will b« difpoand of 
ill a few day*,' tud thatKerlii will got 
the appointment. 

Among tlie President's callers this 
week waa tba Magician llerrmann, 
who has been girlng ezblbitious of 
liii magic art for a week past iii 
Washington. The magician iicr- 
formed several of his liest tricks dur- 
ing the short Interview with (he 
l*i'esidc:il, and (he laKer l>itiiiiB(ed 
that he would lie pleased to have the 
wizard gira a «o<r<e tome eT«niug 
during the week at tlie While House. 
The soiree was given, and tlie dlsliu- 
gulshed company present was highly 
entertained and let into some of the 
secrets of the art. 

Now that Secretary Lamar has ap- 
lioiuled the board of appeals in pen- 
sion cases, composed of six members 
and provided for by an act of the last 
Congress, niorilorious pensioners will 
not be kept long in waiting for ac- 
tion on their claims. A great many 
meritoriouR claims are refused by (lie 
Pension Office, because of (ho ignor- 
ance of the principles of law . and 
rules of evidence by the clerks who 
pass upon (ho claims. The newly 
appointed board of appeals is com- 
posed of men who are iMrned in the 
law, and Joitice will uow be douo the 
peiiiioner. 

The action ofiha President in re- 
quiring tlie son of Senator Harris, 
a:id also the sun of Seiialor I'ugli to 
resign has caused much unfavorable 
comment among iioliticians now at 
the Capitol. The peculiar Ideas of 
the Presideiil, not only about retain- 
ing Republicans in office, but now in 
disfranchising coinpeleiit men be 
cause they are the relatives of Demo- 
crats prominent iu national politics, 
are not at all relished, and elicit very 
severe cridcism from inosi Demo- 
crats (hat meet hero from (he S(B(e8. 
Senator Harris and I'ligli have here- 
tofore given the President tlieir most 
cordial support in the Senate cham- 
ber in furthering bit civil service 
policy, but this winter may sliow a 
marked change in their views and 
seuse of duty coiieernibg the aubjcet.

I didn't want to make war on one 

old soldier who appeared to b<x enjoy- 
ing himself, and so I gave him a week 
to vacate his claim and pas.<ed on. As 
luek would havo it. it was a fortnij^lit 
before we got around that way again, 
and then the cabin was gone. He had 
moved it away sonic wh«ro else, hut 
we'll run acros-; him after a^>*liili'. 

1 diin't wiiiiiliT that tliri"'"lili' want 
to get into that eountry. It's the pret- 
tiest in the world. Wo destroyed sumn 
liiiiHi'S near n river blink that had been 
ueeiiiiieil liy several families. \V'.i had 
put lliriu nut two or three tinuM, and 
linally. to make a sure job of II, we 
burned their houses. They iiH't a 
magnltlcont site for a town, and had 
selected It f ir that purpose. Th<)ir 
leader, a shrewd young fellow, oaroii to< 
me afterward, ami wanted to make an 
nrraiigenient by which ho could got Ms 
clamps on that particular section t his 
day the Territory was upcned. He 
l.huuglit I could lielp him to it if I 
vaiitcd to, and he said if i would, ile 
wimld give me my pick of tlie corni'.r 
lots. I hud to tell him tli at that wa.i a 
matter with which I could nut iiitcr- 
lere. 

"We meet with a good many sid 
flues, ton, and I sliull be glad when 
the eountry is ojieuud up."— i/uiini.- 
well (Kan) Cor.

STAQINC DAYS. 

A. Vnteran Drlvar'a IntorMtlns: l'l<.'<t Aliont 
till. Diiyii I'roretlliig lUllruHdi. 

The men who drove stages int^'anada 
before the days of railways are lio- 
coming fewer as the time passes away. 
There are several who live in or near 
Toronto, and about the most ex- 
perienced ot them is a man wlto began 
ilriving in 1831 and is how .»lxty-si.i 
ycart^ot ago. He was bum in South 
Carolina March ii, \»iO, and was 
brought to Upper (Canada by his parents 
when he was ten years of age. Ho is 
best known in this city by the some- 
what suggestive name of Whisiiy Hill. 
It was not on aceo'inl of his fun Iness 
for liiiuor that liii rm eivcd this title, 
for sober men were always selected a.s 
Hta'jc-drivers, but through a little In- 
cident which o 'eurred at I'ost's Hotel, 
on the Kiiij:stiiii mad, Iweiity-fuo ;iiiles 
from Tor mill, early in his driving 
career. At lliis then famous hostelry 
some wagg sli fellows agreed one night 
to "put up a job" on Hill. Wliisiiy 
was cheap, and so tlie.y all chipped in 
and hmi.'hl fiir.y-trt'o gallons at 
cighiu n cents p T gallon. They 
fastened (he liarrel containing the 
liipior overlieail in tlie b ir room, and 
when Hill came in on liis next trip jiey 
tilled tliu cask and drenched him with 
its ciiiiteiits. Ever since Ih'U lie h is 
been known far and neai' ai "Whisky 
Hill." 

Hill recently reiaiimt 'd some inter- 
esting reiuiiiiseenees of tlie old staging 
days. "Stiixing "'as don.i in the 
winter," siiid Bill, ■•incomiiion lumber 
wagons with wooden springs, wliiidi 
went inside the h i\ and canvas covers. 
Ill s iiiiin. r ;tliiiiM:i^'li lirace coaches.' 
a^ tliev were called, were Uied. They 
had lo ilher springs, anil woro covered 
a.i hacks are now. They were built to 
carry twelve inside pasiangars mi 
two outside comfoi-tablV. I tell yo i a 
man could r'.de like a leoeh on one ol 
lliiiiii, We eoulil make seventeen miles 
ill two and on -lialf hours ipiito easily. 
Kaeh driver usud t> have a run ol 
seventeen miles, and he always re- 
mained with his lior>es w henever they 
.stiipiiud. Ill till! spring it was very 
liani to get along, i have seen Yoni'o 
street so heavy tnat four lmr>es ei.uld 
not drag a coach to lilmr slreei 
under two hours. They would coii- 
stiviitly be in danger of gctling mired, 
I drove on Yongo street t.) Uichmoud 
Hill for two years, and then went on 
tlie route from Haysvlllo to Stratford 
and from I'rcslon to llavsville. i also 
drove lielweeii ( lalt aad I'iuelpli, After 
i left Ihe West 1 used lo run on ililTerent 
sections of the road bitween Toronto 
and liuwmanville, and I continued 
there for e ghtcen ye irs. I have been 
sixteen hicirs going fr.iiii the lloguo to 
Oshawa. a ilistaiic • of lifteen luilei. 
The Itoguc is the name of a creek 
where we usial to stop. Very often 
when the roads were bad nassengers 
have had to gut out and walV most of 
the way w'.th rails over their shoulders 
|i) pry the coach out of tlie mud. In 
winter the snow-banks were a terror. 
I reinijieinbur once iu 18.jl wu lost a 
mail-bag on the Uosoburg hills, between 
old Hill .Marsli's and Ncwtonville, and 
it waa never fouiiil until spring, when 
the snow had thawed away. 

"We used to gut $1.' a month and 
board. In those days tilings were 
cheap. \'m\ could get eigiit drinks for 
a York shilling, and a ipiarter always 
treatel (he wliolc bar. Whisky was 
only worta •-'!) to J i cents a gallon, and 
some as low as IX cents. Tnat\^n3 the 
stutVJhat a man could get drunk on 
and not liavu a head on him In the 
morning. No one scar,-cly had the I), 
T.'s in those dayi, and there was no 
such tiling as tinding your stomach 
loaded with dru;.s in "the morning. 
Meals commonly were i't cents, ami 
vcrv tony hotels eliarged as high as .'iij 
cents, Ueds were a York sirlliiig 
wlierever meals were i.j cents. 

"In staging- day* accidents soma- 
times iiappcnod, and I havo often 
known people to get their arms and 
le"S broken. r.issengcis often got 
diuiiages, too, for injuries siisiaiiiud. 
One time a driver upset a ooaeli be- 
tween Newonstle and.Newtonville, ami 
a man had an arm broken hiid tliruu 
ribs as well. Ho got 12,0)0 damages. 
I have known three or four drivers to 
get frozen to death on the box. I re- 
menihcr once meeting a driver ne.ar 
the Knglish churcli at the Highland 
creek. I was going east and he was 
coming towardToronto. He only had 
two miles to go before he rcaehed 
(Jates.' I said: 'This is atough'un,' 
for it was a terribly cold liay. He 
answered mo and said: 'You'd better 
believe it,' Well, when the coach got 
to (iates' he did not come down, and 
they wont to pull him olVthe box In 
fun, and asked him to come and liave 
n drink. They found then that he was 
fro/.en stilT. witli his eves open and the 
reins in his haml. The secret of driv- 
ing is to keep moving. The hands and 
feet should never be still tor a moment. 
I came near frco/.Ing to death myself 
on the (loderieh road, between Doon 
Mills and Ahi rdccn. I'd a good deal 
sooner have the old times than tlio 
new. Who wouldn't, with Hour at ti 
a harrel, pork ij:) a humlred, as fast as 
you had a mind to buy it; potatoes Iij 
cents a bushel; buKer 5 een(s a pound; 
lirewood, .'fl .VI a cord, and a deeeiil 
house t> live in. with three or four 
rooms, for $'2 a month. Tea was $1 « 
pound, and sugar was dear, but almost 
every thing elso was cheap. I toll you 
there was notldiig like stage-driving 
for lots or fun," -Toru)i!o (Jlobe.
